Secretary of State’s office at Springfield 


shows that one-fifth of the requisitions 
sought by the Detective bureau during the 
two years ended on Aug. 1 last never have 
been registered here in the office of State’s 
Attorney Deneen. 

There are ninety-four entries credited to 
Chief of Detectives Luke P. Colleran at 
Springfield, and but seventy-six on thé State’s 
Attorney’s records. In some of the eighteen 
| unregistered cases the prisoners who were 
' brought back suffered little or no prosecu- 
tion. One was dismissed by the grand jury. 
after the Btate had paid the expenses of a 
city detective going to New York City after 
the fugitive.’"”

| Case Involving Joyce.

: Charges to Be Filed Today. 

All this matter, it is said, will be laid be-

It was 
necessary, however, to get his signed state- 
ment on the back of the petition that he be- 
lieved the man wanted could be convicted if 
returned.

Slasconset, Wantadket: Mase. Aug. 
(Special. ]—Messages. by Miller’s telegraphy 
were passed between the incoming steamship 
‘Lucania and the station here for two hours 
and a half this evening. 

The following message was those 

received at the lightship from the Lucania 
and then transmitted fo the land station. It 
is signed by Captain McKay, in command of 
the Lucania: 
. “ All well on board. We are 287 miles from 
Bandy Hook and with clear weather expect 
to reach New York harbor Saturday. Please 
inform Cunard agents. Signed “McKay.” 

The Lucania will not errive in New York 
for twelve hours, and yet every one on board 
knows what has happened in the United 
States since the big liner left the shores of 
Ireland nearly a week ago. Many of the 
pa&sengers were: able: to: send messages to 
friends in New York, or in any part of the 
country, for that matter, and many of them 
received similar messages. 

The station here is a permanent one, and

Several Hours Delay. . 

The Lucania was expected to send word to 
the Nantucket Lightship of its passing some 
miles south of that point at 8 o’clock this 
afternoon. There was a crowd of newspaper 
men and operators at the little station here, 
and as the afternoon wore on and no word 
was received the watchers feared that some- 
thing had happened to the apparatus on the 
big steamer. 

At 6 o'clock the sudden ringing‘of the call 
bell on the operators’ desk awoke everybody 
to @ realization that the ship was within 
signaling distance. — 

W. W. Bradfield, the operator, sat down at 
his instrument and received notice that the 
Lucania had signaled the lightship and that 
Then the mes- 
sages began to be recorded upon the tape at 
the rate of ten words a minute, in dots and 
dashes which only the skilled operators could 
understand. 

The messages from - the people on the 
steamer were quickly translated and tele- 


phoned to the telegraph station at Nantucket 
and thence were telegraphed to nland 
and their ultimate destination. Phe Lucania 
evidently slowed down to al the mes- 


sages to be transmitted, for the ! 
were still ticking at 8:30 o’clock tonight. 
System Works Perfectly. 

The system worked perfectly and there 
seems to be no reason for supposing that 
wireless telegraphy as applied here is not a 
success: | 

So far as direct communication from the 
vessel to the lightship and to Nantucket is 
concerned, the method of operation is com- 
paratively easy. ‘The first message from the 
Lucania. wee -received at the Nantucket 


lightship and then transmitted to a great} 


pole on the shore here. It rises 106 feet above 
the level of the sea. In the Village of Sias- 
conset is another pole, the top of which is 
250 feet above the ocean. The transmission 
of these messages over the mainland wires 
is at present rather difficult. They must be 
telephoned from Siasconset to Nantucket 
over a government wire to Madaket, from 
there seventeen miles over a government 
cable to Tuckernuck, to a cable box on Ka- 
tama on: Martha’s Vineyard.

of Oberhausen, Rhenish Prussia, occupies a 

For three months German and American 
detectives have followed the trail of the |} 
fugitive, which extended through bis native 
land, across the Atlantic Ocean, through nu- 
merous Eastern cities, to Chicago, and final- 
ly to Milwaukee. In the latter city he was 
arrested, and attributes his capture to his 
effort to exchange his German money for 
American money. 

When arrested and confronted with evi- 
dence of his crime Terlinden, with a picture 
of his wife and 13-year-old son in his hands, 
broke down and’ confessed. He was brought 
to Chicago last night and will be taken be- 
fore United States Commissioner Foote this 
morning. Steps will be taken to get extradi- 
tion papers from the of State 
at Washington. ve 


Lately a Leading Businéwe- ‘Man. 

Three months ago Terlinden was one of the 
foremost business-men of Oberhausen. He 
had bullt up a fortune in the manufacture of 
stoves and furniture. He had patented vari- 
ous devices used in the manufacture of fur- 
miture and is said to have received over 
$250,000 for the sale of one of his inventions. 
- Then. financial difficulties’ overtook him. 
He borrowed from banks. The banks called 
in their loans. Some banks in which he had 
deposits failed. His concern, in which he 
employed 8,000 men, was about to be closed 
because of his debts. Then, according to his 
confession, he hit on the plan of duplicating 
the capital stock of his company. .He had 
new. certificates printed. These he issued 
and floated. Finally, seeing-that even that 
large sum would save him, he fied ‘with 
a@ late part of the money raised on the | 


The creditors of the company had a re- 
oéiver appointed. The double issue of stock 
was discovered. Warrants were sworn out 
for his arrest. The German authorities 
traced the fugitive to Antwerp, where he had 
sailed for América on July 13. All the Ger- 
man Consuls in this country were notified 
and they employed detectives and began the 

Changes Money in Chicago. 

Terlinden did not remain long in New York 
and »was next heard of in Buffalo. From 
there he drifted westward. When he ar- 


tinental Hotel. He then appeared in the 
First National Bank on July 30 and ex- 
changed 10,000 marks for American money. 
Milwaukee was his next stopping place. 
After changing more German money into 
American money he deposited $6,240 in the 
First National Bank of that city.

Brought from Milwaukee. 
-As soom as Dr. Wever was notified of the 


arrest, Attorney Vocke and Detective Stie- 
fel went to Milwaukee and brought him to 
Chicago, arriving at 6 o’clock last night. 
After being taken to a restaurant to din- 
ner he was taken to the jail. Being unable 
to speak English, he told of his troubles in 
German to the German Consul and Attorney 
Vocke. 

When taken behind the bares he broke 
down and wept. “Those from whom I took 
money were rich,” he sobbed. ‘“‘ They were 
not poor. ;>What I got was only enough to} 
settle my affaires and start out on a new 
basis. To think, I- have employed as many 
as 8,000 men and now here I am locked up.”

OVER FAVORITE LOCATIONS. 


Union — Drivers Charge Association 
Members with Crossing Mayor Har- 
rison ’s Dead Line in Congress Street. 


Rights of cabmen to favorite positio 
the Congress street side of the Auditorium 
Hotel and the Annex are a bone of conten- 
tion between the individual cab owners and 
the proprietors of private stands,’’ which 
may end in a conflict. The rival organiza- 
tions are the Hack, Coupe, and Cab Drivers’ 
union and the Chicago Cab Owners’ and 
Drivers’ association, and the former is prom- 
ising all kinds of trouble for the latter.

“The police order us back of the line,” 
said President W. J. Gibbons of the union, 
“but, never interfere with the cabmen rep- 
resenting the assoeiation.”’ 

The union will make a test case. Today 
one of its members will drive on prohibited 
territory, and when ordered to move back 
will refuse. From the clash which probably 
will fofliow the cabbies’ expect to get a 
decision from the courts which will give 
them the same rights which the association 


is said to possess. 


STEAMERS’ AGENTS FINED

William Gross, formerly manager of the 
South branch of the Wacker & Birk Brew- 
ing company, Thirty-third street and 
Emerald avenue, was arrested a second and 
a third time yesterday on the charge of 
withholding $800 of the company’s money. 

He was arrested first sever4l days ago and 

Was arraigned before Justice Martin yes- 
terday afternoon. When the case was called 
Attorney Geeting for the defense and At- 
torney Cooper for the prosecution became 
engaged in a heated argument over the le- 
gality of the warrant. 

Geeting contended that no embezzlement 
was committed, as Gross had collected the 
money from the different agents of the south 
office, and that the complaint should have 
read “larceny by embezzlement.” Justice 
Martin was of the same opinion and dis- 
charged the defendant. 


Rearrested and Discharged. 

Gross left the courtroom and had gone 
but a few feet when a detective placed him 
under arrest and proceeded to take him to 
the Central] Station. Attorney Geeting was 
notified and started for the Central Station 
to make an investigation. At Clark and 
Washington streets he met Gross and 


show a warrant for his client’s arrest. This 
the detective failed to do, and an argument 
started, during which a constable from Jus- 
tice Richardson’s court appeared with a war- 
rant and placed Gross under -arrest and re- 
turned him to court. Geeting demanded an 
immediate hearing, which was granted. He 
then moved that his client be discharged on 
the ground that there were two warrants 
in the case and but one complaint. After 
some argument Gross was again discharged 
and left the courtroom. 


Third Attempt Results in Hearing. 
Upon reaching the street he stopped to 
talk with Attorney Geeting about the case, 
when a constable again stepped up to him 
and, placing his hand on Gross’ shoulder, 
informed him he was under arrest and would 
have to appear before Justice Martin. 

Judge, this is a queer proceeding,” said 
Attorney Geeting, when he returned to the 
courtroom, “‘ but I am not holding you re- 
sponsible for it. You are simply carrying 
out the law, but the men who have sworn out 
the warrant seem to be desirous of incon- 
veniencing my client as much as possible. If 
the officials of the Wacker & Birk company 
are as anxious as they pretend we might just 
as well go ahead with this case right now and 
have it over with.” 

Attorney Cooper jumped to his. feet and 
asked that the case be continued two days to 
allow his cHents time to produce new evi- 
dence. Justice Martin decided that thé case 
should be heard at once, and the witnesses 
‘were sworn. Part of the evidence was pre- 
gented and the case was then continued until 
Monday.

Mr. Gates also said one of his cliente was a 
wealthy Chicago man and the others resi- 
dents of New York. ~— 


Mr. Gates Talks of the Project. 

-“ There is ample capital behind the project 
and it certainly will be carried through to 
completion,”’ said Mr. Gates last night. “If 
the o neces are complied with in our 
building plans there is no reason’ why we 
should be interfered with by the city. It then 
will devolve on adverse claimants to the land 
to disprove our title. We bought the lots 
from Captain Streeter, bet he is not inter- 
ested in our undertaking. 

“The project had its beginning several 
months ago, when a wealthy New York 
client of our firm, who has large Chicago 
interests, suggested the idea of erecting a 
first-class residential hotel here, something 
the city does not now possess. He thought 
it would prove a good investment and I 
agreed with him. We then took up the 
question of the tithe to the land and con- 
vinced of its soundness decided to push the 
enterprise.

. On Sept. 19, 18990, Woelfel alleged that Rob- 
ert Foote, wanted on a charge of larceny, 
‘was in Jefferson County, Ky. . Detective 
John Garrigan made the trip at the State's 
expense. Foote was tried and. sentenced 
to two days in jail for petit larceny. 

James McGoode was the object of another 
petition on Aug. 21, 1898. McGoode was 
charged with larceny and said to be in Jeffer- 
gon County, Ky. Detective Frank G. Corbus 
went after him, Lieutenant Joyce attesting 
the papers, and McGoode was released on 
his return as “not guilty.”

Mystery as to Methods. 

There is a mystery as to how State’s At- 
torney Deneen’s name was pl on some 
of these petitions, -and Assistant Btate’s At- 
torney Carey a, go to Springfield and con- 
duct an investigation.

‘brought in here by detectives alleging 
charges that are felonies. When we have 
sifted their evidence, however, we find that 
the charges are merely misdemeanors. But 
‘tf the former charges can be made to stick 
while the requisitions are being secured and 
prisoners brought back, the State must foot 
a fat dill for expenses. Again and again in- 
vestigation bas reduced a felony charge to a 
misdemeanor and the State has thus been 
saved money.”’ 


Talking of Fiegenbush Case. 


Why didn’t the detectives notify the San 
Francisco police that Charles H. Fiegenbush 
was wanted here? is a question frequently 
asked about police headquarters. Fiegen- 
bush was indicted with Harry Dubois on 
a charge of selling bogus mining stock toa 
North Side woman, An additional indict- 
ment of conspiracy also was returned. 
Fiegenbush’s case was frequently contin- 
ued, and on April 24 his bonds were declared 
forfeited by Judge Holdom. Recently Fieg- 
enbush was apprehended by the police of 
San Francisco. Three telegrams were sent 
to the detective bureau here asking if the 
prisoner was wanted. Charges are made 
that none of these queries was answered. 

Bunk Allen has long been pointed out as 
one who received many favors from the de- 
tective bureau. His connection with the 
Barrett case may be made material for in- 
quiry by the Civil Service commission. 
Barrett was wanted on the charge of taking 
a roll of bills from a Milwaukee bank on 
May 26, 1900. On Jan. 7 last he was arrested 
in Chicago near the Union Station, his com- 
rade at the time, Micky Gleeson, getting 
away. Barrett was taken to Central Station 
and the Milwaukee police were notified. He 
was not booked because it was feared that 
he might succeed in getting bail and thus 
escape. 

At this point Allen appeared at Central 
Station, where Captain Colleran was in 
charge. A few hours later there came an 
order that Barrett must be booked. The 
charges entered were disorderly conduct and 
vagraficy, and his bail was fixed at $200. 
Allen stepped in as bondsman. The next 
day, Jan. 8, when the case was called before 
Justice Prindiville, Barrett failed to appear. 
His. bonds were declared forfeited, but Allen 
has never paid this debt tothecity. —

practiced dentistry under a license issued in 

December, 1898, swore to the complaint 

charging Smyser with accepting $400 for 

‘a HUcense permitting Igney to prac- 
ce. 

New warrants charging forgery and mal- 
feasance in office were made out by Judge 
Kavanagh when court opened. The com- 
plaints were sworn to by Dr. James G. Reid. 
The bail in these cases was fixed at $1,000 
on the malfeasance charge and $1,500 on the 
forgery charge. 

Attorney W. 8S. McEwen, counsel for Dr. 
Smyser, declared that he was willing to waive 
“the production of secondary evidence in the 
shape of the original HMcenses, which are as- 
serted by the prosecution to be forgeries, and 
proceed to an immediate hearing on the war- 
rants issued two days ago. Attorney Barnes 
asked for time in which to prepare the cases. 
Judge’ Kavanagh continued the hearing. till 
Tuesday afternoon. 

The bonds for the appearance of Dr. 
Smyser at the hearing Tuesday were signed 
by Jacob H. Smyser, W. D. Smyser, Samuel 
O. Olin, and George H. Klehm. 


Igney Hesitates in Court. 

The charge of malfeasance in office is 
based on the allegations of forgery made in 
the other warrants.. Oscar C. Igney is the 
witness on whom the State has based much 
of its case. Though he had _ related to the 
State’s Attorney in previous interviews the 
substance of the complaint, when he was 
faced in court with the necessity of signing 
it and swearing out the warrant he hesitated, 
and was reluctant. to appear before Judge 
Kavanagh, 

The certificate in question was issued to 
Igney on Dec. 28, 1900. The records of the 
State Dental board show that the certificate 
was issued on the grounds that Igney was a 
graduate of the American College of Dental 
Surgery. Igney was not a graduate of that 
college, it is charged, nor of any other col- 
lege. In issuing the certificate Dr. Smyser’s 
name is. signed as secretary of the State 
Dental board, when, it is charged, he was 
not -secretary. 3 

Dr. A. C. Barr of Alton, former member of 
the State Dental board, whose name ap- 
peared the license issued to Emil Gum- 
boldt, wrote to the State’s Attorney that his 
signature was a forgery. 3 

It is also-charged that a license was issued 
irregularly to C. A. Finley, now Dr. Smy- 
ser’s assistant. It is claimed that he fafled 
tv pass the examination, and that the record 
was altered. 


Smyser Claims to Be a Victim. 
Attorney McEwen in discussing the cases 
said: 

‘* So far as the first warrants are concerned 
there fs nothing in them. We will have no 
difficulty in proving that Dr. Smyser did 
not forge the names of other members of the 
board, but also that his own name was writ- 
ten by some one else. We are ready and 
waiting to proceed to trial on these charges. 
As to the other charges now made, Is 
say nothing till I have examined them care- 
fully.”

By this procedure the company is able to

without the consent of all the stockholders. 
But the consent of only two-thirds of the 
stock is required tg reduce or increase the 
capital stock, and it is understood that the 
management will have the support of more 
than that proportion in the present step, as 
the Bell interests and the directors hold the 
necessary majority. 

Stockholders who accept the company’s 
terms will meet what is substantially an as- 
sessment of 50 per cent on the par value of 
the stock.
